right side where the pocket should 
be.

apartments of the blacksmith and 
woodwork shop, locating doors and 
windows. 
Witness was in Cumber- 


land at the time of the fire but ar- 
rived in Rainsburg about 11:30 p. 
in. on the 23rd of May. 
Produced 


keys which he received from Con- 
stable Filler and which he identified 
as belonging to bis father; knew the 
tag on the keyring as well as the 
keys; father had tag for years; saw 
father make front door key; showed 
keys to jury and told what each un- 
locked. 
There was no key on the 


ring that unlocked the blacksmith 
shop. 
Used keys while living at 


home. Received keys about three or 
four days after fire from Mr. Filler. 


Cross-examination—Left home and 


went to Cumberland on October 5, 
1904. -Did not see keys from Octo- 
ber 5, 1904, till after the fire. Have 
had them in my possession since day 
received from Daniel J. Filler, except 
when my mother had them.

belonged to father. 


Mary Miller, wife of James B. 


Miller—Mr. Miller was 45 years old; 
was a carriage builder and black- 
smith; had a two-story shop—black- 
smith shop in front and wood shop 
in the rear; separated by double and 
single door. 
Was in shop on April 


1. There was one gate from street 
to lot, in front of house; path led 
from gate to wood shop. 
Mr. Miller 


had a bunch of keys; they belonged 
to the buildings. 
1 received these 


(taking the bunch) from my son; 
they are the keys Mr. Miller had; I 
have used them all; stepping before 
the jury witness showed which key 
was used to open th« various locks.

of flesh, 


charred, which was taken from the 
fire; it was placed in- a coffin in the 
evening and buried. 
Attended .the 


funeral. We had three children. 


Cross-examination — Was 
living 


with my sister at the time of the fire, 
about three miles from Rainsburg. 
Saw husband at Valentine Miller's on 
Friday evening before the fire. Wit- 
ness identified key-ring, keys and tag, 
bearing the inscription "Win. Spidel, 
maker, Bloody Run, Pa." 


Margaret Lessig:—Am a teacher; 


was at the fire that destroyed shop of 
James B. Miller; was near the door 
that opened into tbe yard from wood 
shop; saw form in fire; two sockets 
where eyes were, which shone black; 
saw vertebra and three ribs; appear- 
ed like human body; sockets looked 
like holes in a body, red-hot, and 
shaped like a beau. 
Saw it later 


when removed from the fire; part of 
arm and leg bones; the charred re- 
mains of two lungs; body taken from 
fire about ten minutes after first saw 
it. 
Told others who didn't believe 


it; they went to Freet's and found 
dog there, then returned and threw 
water on body and removed it; saw 
bunch of keys removed from body; 
saw small white shirt buttons and 
clothing material. 
Saw Henry Rose 


at fire; he walked from front to 
back 
part of 
building; returned, 


stooped over body and said, "Yes, 
that's the lungs." 


Kebccca Filler—Live in Rains- 


burg; was at fire; saw Margaret Les- 
iig there, standing in yard; saw a 
body in fire; head appeared tipped 
back; skull red-hot; two holes that 
looked like eyes; Margaret Lessig, 
Ralph Cessna and Mr. Metzler were 
there; saw body removed by my 
father, D. J. Filler. 
Saw the bunch 


of keys; they were on the part of the 
body where the vest pocket would be. 


Dr. H. C. Lrssig—Am a physician 


in Rainsburg; have, lived there five 
or six years; have practiced medicine 
since 1878; was present at the burn- 
ing of James Miller's shop. Saw the 
body recovered by Mr. Filler. 
The 


vertebra was there and the pelvis, the 
stomach, intestines and a part of the 
lungs; the body was badly burned. 
The throwing of water upon a red- 
hot skull would disseminate it. This | 
was a human body and a male; indi-1 
cated by the size and shape of the 
pelvis. 
Saw the keys on the body 


where the right hand pants pocket 
would be. Henry Rose appeared be- 
fore the coroner's inquest. 
He said 


that he was last at the shop of James 
B. Miller at half past four, where he 
was having a horse shod; he made 
these statements under oath. 
The 


heat made by the burning of such a 
building would hardly consume a 
body to such an extent.

THE OPEXIXG OF THE SCHOOLS 


The schools of tie county are open- 


ing. 
The report of the superinten- 


dent of the educational system of the 
county, recently issued, shows that 
last year there ware 10,534 boys and 
girls who responded to the morning 
calls of 348 teachers. 


Upon the success of the work done 


in the public schools depends, in 
large measure, the welfare of the 
county, the prosperity of the state 
and the very existence of our na- 
tion. "We must educate or perish," 
is an adage full of significance. 
In 


a government in which an individual 
or a lew individuals direct national 
affairs and fix governmental policies, 
it IB not so essential to national wel- 
fare that the mass of the people be 
educated as it is in a nation in which 
every toter is a ruler and every citi- 
zen a sovereign. 


Despite the Importance of the suc- 


<eas of our educational system to in- 
dividuals as well as to the county, the 
state, and the nation, there are those 
whose children's welfare depends up- 
on the efficient work of the schools 
who fail to do their duty, even in a 
moderate way, toward the system. 
Tte co-operation of parents and

The embodiment of these principle 


into the fundamental law o£ the stats 
was at the time considered a grea 
victory for the people.

Legislation was needed to 
enforce them, and therefore, it is pro 
vided by the 12th section of the 17th 
article that "the general assemhh 
shall enforce, by appropriate legisla 
tion, the provisions of this article." 


The constitution 
was adopted by 


popular vote, and the contest between 
the people on one side and the rail 
roads and their allies on the other 
went on.

from the adoption of the constitution 
to the present time, the people hav 
suffered an unbroken series of disas 
ters.

For 33 years the 
railroads have controlled the legisla 
ture of the state, and, as a matter o 
course, have permitted no legislation 
that would check their plundering.

Yet 
with the latter book a new type of 
biography came into being. Jotnson, 
In the main, had, like most of his pred- 
ecessors, followed a simple narrative 
and expository method, prefixing n 
plain story of the poet's life to a sys- 
tcmntlc account of his character and a 
critical estimate of his works. 
He 


gathered his facts and impressions to- 
gether and spoke for the author and for 
himself. 
Boswell, on the other hand, 


making use of a more dramatic meth- 
od, succeeded In his attempt to let the 
author reveal himself, and, instead of 
an exposition of character, painted a 
picture of personality lo which his own 
comments were subordinate. What we 
see as o type of mind and character In 
Johnson's work we see as a living man 
in Boswell.—William T. Brewstar in 
Forum.

Among the many strange relation- 


ships which earthquakes hold to vari- 
ous natural phenomena there is possl- 
b!y one between the times of their oc- 
currence and of irregularities In the 
revolution of tbe world. 
For many 


yenrs it has been observed that there 
are slight but irregular changes In lati- 
tude, or, In other words, tbe axle of our 
earth does not always point In the 
same direction. The pole wanders 
about In a mean position, sometimes 
In a path that Is nearly circular, while 
at others It appears to be exceedingly 
Irregular and even retrograde. 
The 


world top Is not spinning truly, but it 
ilightly wabbles. When the change In 
direction of Its axis Is sharp large 
earthquakes have been frequent. If a 
swiftly moving body Is, so to speak, 
compelled to turn a corner, that it 
should be subjected to strains which 
might result In yielding Is easily con- 
ceivable. Regarded from this point of 
view, the times at which strata In 
seismic strain give way are to some 
extent governed by erratic movements 
in the rotation of our sphere. 
The 


earthquake and the wabble may, how- 
ever, be due to a common cause, and 
the question therefore is one which re- 
quires closer examination.— John Milne 
In National Review.

coming away from tbe animal without 
any-pull being required. The. facility 
in catching hold with one end and let- 
ting go with the other has sometimes 
caused people to think that the spines 
had been thrown at them. The outer 
end of tbe spines, for some distance 
down, is covered with small barbs. 
These barbs cause a spiue once imbed- 
ded In a living animal to keep working 
farther In with every movement of the 
muscles, so that It Is not a pleasant 
thing to get stuck full of them.
